that the material is 
threatening, abusive or 
insulting and is either 
intended to or likely to 
stir up "racial hatred". 
This KGB-style team 
spent 4 hours ransacking 
my home from top to bot- 
tom in keeping with the 
usual Thought Police 
practice of using a war- 
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Police team ransacked 
home, says activist 


THE former leader of the 
Right-wing British Move- 
ment, Colin Jordan, has 
applied for a summons 
against a detective sergeant 
in North Yurksnire Poiice 
alleging he led a team who 
acted illegally in a raid on 
his remote home in Nid- 
derdale. 

Special Branch officers 
executed a search warrant 
at Thorgarth, Greenhow 
Hill, near Pateley Bridge, on 
August 4, which allowed 
them to seize “literature, 
publications, printing mate- 
rials and broadcast mate- 
rial, including audio and 
video tapes.” 

But Mr Jordan, 75, who 
was awarded £14,000 dam- 
ages and costs against North 
Yorkshire Police following a 
similar raid in 1991, claims 
most of the property seized 
was outside the bounds of 
the warrant and therefore 
illegally taken. 

He claims seven officers 
“ransacked his home from 
top to bottom” and left with 
the rear of a large police

van full of items. Mr Jordan 
said: “The overwhelming 
majority were utterly irrele- 
vant to ae conceivable 
charge and thus taken sim- 
ply to harass and inconve- 
nience.” 

Mr Jordan has applied to 
Harrogate magistrates for a 
summons against Det Sgt 
David Dobson, of headquar- 
ters CID, requiring the offi- 
cer to return all items 
which are not reasonably 
likely to be required as 
exhibits or evidence for any 
possible prosecution. 

Mr Jordan is also asking 
the magistrates to order that 
he should be allowed to 
inspect and identify the 
seized property and have a 
list drawn up and agreed by 
himself and the police. 

He has made several 
requests for the property he 
alleges was unlawfully 
seized to be returned, but 
North Yorkshire Police have 
retained all the items. Con- 
sequently Mr Jordan has 
made an application to the 
magistrates under the Police 
(Property) Act 1897. 

He claims the Police and 
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Criminal Evidence Act Jim- 
its any search to the extent 
required for the purposes 
under which the warrant 
was issued and that the rele- 
vancy of material seized has 
to be established before it 
can be removed. 

Mr Jordan's application to 
the magistrates said: “Rele- 
vancy has to be determined 
on site at the place of search 
as a prerequisite for seizure 
and removal. Without this, 
seizure and removal to any 
place for the determination 
there as to relevancy, is 
emphatically unlawful.” 

The application has now 
been sent to the clerk to the 
Harrogate magistrates. 
North Yorkshire Police 
spokeswoman Margaret 
Kirk said the superinten- 
dent dealing with the matter 
was away and in his 
absence the force had no 
comment. 

Following the June 1991 
raid, the Crown Prosecution 
Service decided to take no 
action against Mr Jordan 
and in 1994 North Yorkshire 
police paid him £14.000 dam- 
ages and costs. 
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rant to conduct a trawling operation. Then, with their customary violation 
of the specified bounds of the warrant and the terms of the Police & Crimin- 
al Evidence Act 1984 under which warrants are issued, they took away a mass 
of material, the greater part of it in bulk and indiscriminately, without 
first establishing relevancy on the spot, which is their obligation under 
the Act. 

This raid is of course retaliation for their defeat following a previous 
raid in 1991, when they searched and seized with an invalid warrant, and, 
despite this arrogant unlawfulness, the then’Attorney-General, the govern- 
ment*s highest law officer in the land, gave his required sanction to a 
prosecution which was only stopped by my resort to the High Court in London 
on application for Judicial Review. Just days before that Review was to 
take place, the Chief Constable of North Yorkshire was obliged to escape it 
by admitting that the search and seizure had been unlawful, and was brought 
to pay £4,000 costs and £10,000 damages. Now they are intent on revenge 
which will gain them the applause of Prime Minister Blair's friend and spon- 
sor, Eldred Tabachnik, President of the Jewish Board of Deputies, and the 
rest of the assorted ranks of the enemies of British freedom. 

I shall be fighting this communistic oppression as best I can under my 
handicaps of age and health. The Yorkshire Post report above shows some of 
the defensive action I have already begun. The aim of my political opponents 
dominating police and judiciary is to silence me permanently by gaoling me 
to aggravate existing damage to heart, hip and Rechey,s and thus to hasten my 
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utterly is that I will never, whatever they do to me, bow to then. I shall 
continue to denounce and defy to the end these agents of racial ruin. 


PROPERTY SEIZED BY THE THOUGHT POLICE IN THEIR RAID OF REVENGE 


The looting - “legalised" only by an illegitimate law contrary to our 
heritage of British freedom and the transcendent law of the vital interests 
of our race and nation - included many filing envelopes solely containing 
research material, namely cuttings and notes; a large amount of non-polit-_ 
ical papers; cheque and paying-in books for purely personal bank accounts; 
family history papers; legal notes; correspondence with the Public Record 
Office whereby I was authorised to reproduce the wartime “Freedom is in 
Peril. Defend it with all your Might" poster; my typewriters (I have had t« 
get a new one to type this); even a filing envelope solely containing post 
office brochures, air mail labels and a weight list. 

The whole of the remaining stock of still available back issues of Goth: 
ic Ripples, and of the current issue, No. 38, was taken, as was that of thi 
books Merrie England 2,000 and National Socialism: Vanguard of the Future 
and the booklet A Train of Thought. Included in the stock of back issues 
taken was all those prior to June 1991 which were previously taken in the 
June 1991 seizure and then returned, none of them being included in the 
list of prosecution exhibits then. ‘ 

A tiny quantity of the old pamphlets/leaflets Trafalgar Square, The Gre 


Lie of the 6,000,000, The Coloured fnvasion, and Victory in Europe were 
taken ina box ot old items all the contents of whic ave stayed exactly 


as they were returned after being seized previously in 1991, As readers 
and customers are aware, none of these items have been advertised for sale 
otherwise offered for sale, or distributed at any time to anyone not only 
since the seizure in 1991, 7 years ago, but before then only to persons su} 
plying a completed Declaration after the present Public Order Act started. 
A substantial remaining stock of two old items, Black & White News and "Je 
& Atrocities" was seized. These newspaper-format publications, as readers 
are also aware, have not been offered for sale or sold or otherwise dis- 
tributed since the police seizure in 1991, and before then, after the pres- 
ent Public Order Act started, only to those completing a Declaration. 

They were ignored by the search team in 1991, although in exactly the same 
drawers as those from which they have been seized now; that earlier team 
evidently accepting that they were not then retained’for distribution. 

They seized a rough draft, its envelope so marked, of a novel entitled 
The Uprising which 5 years ago was forecast on a concluding page of my oth 
novel, Merrie England 2,000, published in 1993. All other commitments pre 
vented work on the project till 1997, and after then, and work on it had 
only reached the stage of a very rough draft with no certainty whatsoever 
as to its final form which by all manner of alteration could have been vas 
ly different. Furthermore, because of the increasing severity of repress- 
ion in Britain, I had latterly been considering sending the manuscript, 
when finished, to the U.S.A. to be printed and published and distributed 
to the American and not the UK market, and thus not subject to Britain's 
Public Order Act; and I have now decided to do this. Thus I say sorry to 
readers who have expressed an interest or have had one without expressing 
it, but I will not now be producing and distributing it in Britain where 
such books may be banned, ifgmot burnt by our modern inquisition. Sam 

Should any reader be prompted by this account to exclaim that everythin 
should have been hidden, let me assure that person that to go to such leng 
ths would be to do the enemy's work entirely for them because it would ren 
der my work impossible. However, besides this impracticability, there is 
the fact that I do not consider my work illegal and my literature by eithe 
intention or effect to infringe the Public Order Act. Thus I do not hide 
my literature. I do not publish anonymously. I put my impriat on all tha 
I produce and I take responsibility thereby for all of it. 

Separate from that, what I do safeguard are what I deem records of con- 
fidentiality, such as my records of subscribers and their orders and Decl- 
arations. These are not kept here within the reach of raiders be they 
the Thought Police or their allies of the Searchlight Gang. The despatch 
of this Supplement is proof that those records have not been seized.
